housed While the Democrats would not 
directly h«lp the hide men by voting to 
'"put a higher duty on hides, the _ Demo- 
crats would' be willing-'to force- n',1 the 
<3ncy off shoes.

• The hide men think that rather .than 


«cr*'pt free leather and free shoe?, the 
manufacturers and those who represent 
the manufacturers' views would bo will- 
ing' -to concede a duty on bides. 


The fighting will be close in both 


houses, lu the senate there are sixty- 
one- Republicans and thirty-one Demo- 
crats. Senator Mc-Enery of the Demo- 
cratic column will vote with the Rt-pub- 
lifftns for protection. Th'e other thirty 
•J>tnocr?ts. are counted upon as favornblc 
.to free .leather. With these thirty votes 
as a starter, it would be necessary to 
get seventeen Republican votes. There 
is some doubt as to whether this result 
could be accomplished. 


The contestants were engaged during 


the forenoon in making a careful can- 
vass of the senate. Their scouts were 
'lhu«y from early morning making the 
Tounds.-of the committee rooms and in- 
terviewing all senators who for any rea- 
son have indicated opposition to the bill.

May Patch up Differences. 


, . Greatly concerned by reports of fric 
lion between Senator Aldrich and Rep 


P»j£fl pa the Sunday, nigh 


session of the tariff conference commit- 
tee, .many members of the senate, and 
house today besieged the offices of the 
two leaders in efforts to learn if possible 
what the outcome is to .be. At both, it 
was stated that the ill-feeling engender- 
ed by the attempt .last night to compel 
a vote on making hides dutiable at 1% 
per cent had not widened the breach be- 
tween tho senate and liouse so much as 
had been indicated by published stories 
of the controversy. 


Senator Aldrich .told ' callers today- 


there was yet a chance to patch up all 
differences 'so that a report could be 
made to the house tomorrow'. 


Practically all of the protected hide 


senators .were callers at Senator Al- 
drich's office during the forenoon. He 
told thcf that he was doing everything 
possible to prevent hides being placed 
on the free list but that it was difficult 
to hold out against the free hide senti- 
ment, backed as it is by the president's' 
influence. 


The senate leader has not given up 


hope of getting a reduction in the duties 
on shoes and other leather goods below 
the rates fixed by the house, if hides are 
made 'free. 
' Arou-sed by Representative Payne's 'in- 
sistence on free hides the "insurrection" 
element in the house which is fighting 
against the free raw material program, 
held a meeting today "which- brought out 
more radical speeches than have former 
meetings of the tariff "insurgents." A 
committee consisting of the Representa- 
tives Gainca (W. Va.}, Mondell (Wyo.), 
and Kennedy (Ohio), called upon Mr. 
Payne and argued against the free raw 
material program. 


While apparently/assured that coal and 


iron ore would not be placed on the free 
list, the committee was given to under- 
stand that the chairman of the ways and 
means committee would insist upon free 
hides and the house rates on shoes and 
leabhe-r. There was practically no effort 
in the house to cnnvuss the situation as 
to.the possibility of adopting 
a 
rule 


which would permit the conference com 
mittee to .plate a lower duty on shoes 
and'kiather-than either the-house or sen- 
ate rates. The tariff "insurgents" would 
'not .say anything as to what attitude 
they will take when the conference re- 
port is brought into the house. 


Contrary to expectations, 
President 


Taft had a comparatively quiet time to- 
day, as regards-the tariff. 
1't was ex- 


pected that Senator .Aldrich, Chairman 
'ayiic and a host of 'the, anti-free, hides 
.dvocates -would take their controversy 
o the Whit* House, but none of them 
appeared while the president was in hie 
jflice.

. Representative Douglas of Ohio,

yho called to sec the president.

assured Miv Taft that he was with him 
ind would not vote for a bill unless it 
vas entirely satisfactory to him. 


President Taft to-his callers today 


merely reiterated his position in favor 
)f free hides. He is "standing pat" and 
lelieves he will win. 


The conference committee will reos 


iomble this afternoon to make a further 
effort to reach an agreement. 
The two 


sessions held yesterday were barren oi 
•esults, save the clash which is reported 
o have occurred between Senator Aid 
rich and Representative Payne, following 
,he night session. 


Delay in Passage. 


. Although it is not known when the 
conference report will be ready for th« 
louse, there is much speculation as to 
the time which may be consumed in dis- 
cussing the report. 
It is not probable 


,hc report will be taken up in the house 
on the day the report is presented, as 
all of the members Will be entitled to see 
;he report in print before acting on the 
report. 
One day will be lost, therefore 


in getting the report in shape for dis- 


jssion. 
Until there bus been some opportunity 


to study the temper of the house, it i 
unlikely that a rule will be brought in 
for the regulation of debate. Rcpresen 
tative Payne will present at length the 
house view of the result of the. confer 
«ncc. Representative Clark will make a 
reply in behalf of the. minority. Thesf 
statements 'may bo made oa the day on 
which the, report is presented. 


What time shall be consumed on eith 


er side after the two leaders shall have 
been "iieard will depend upon the com 
rnittee on rules. It is understood tha 
after the speeches of the leaders if no 
before,, an order will be presented. Th 
general impression is that not more thai 
two days' time will be consumed by th 
house in the. discussion of the report 
Some predict that it will be conclude' 
witliin one sitting. 


Expect La Follette to Speak. 


Broader latitude will prevail in

senate. Predictions as to the time tha

ed, however, that their plan will be t 
express themselves -forcibly and briefly

Charbon has afflicted cattle for cen- 


turies, but has seldom hit this country. 
It was known to the ancients in Egypt 
and often scourged the Asiatic and orien- 
tal countries. It is caused by a germ 
which enters the animal's skin through 
an abrasion. It multiplies and causes 
an inflammation which turns into a tu- 
morous or cancerous growth which ter- 
minates in blood poison.' The United 
States government, alarmed by the in- 
roads the disease has made, has sent ex- 
perts from the bureau of animal indus- 
try to ass'ist local veterinarians in fight- 
ing the plague. They are urging 'cre- 
mation of infected animals and the. vac- 
cination of all others. 


In Cameron parish alone one-fourth of 


the animals have died.

But the udder is a manufac- 
tory; it is filled with blood from which 
the milk is manufactured while you 
milk. This process is controlled by the 
cow'u nervous system; when she is ox- 
cited or in any way disturbed, an by a 
stranger, or by taking away her calf, 
or any other cause, the process id-ar- 
rested nnd the milk will not flow. The 
whole, process is as involuntary as is 
digestion in man, and is disturbed or ar-

Lake Michigan's Sand Dupes.—Shift- 


ing hand dunes are causing trouble on 
.the borders of Lake Michigan, says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. The dunes 
arc formed by the on shore winds, which 
sweep the beach sand beyond the reach 
of the waves. The sand accumulates in 
low 
mounds about 
any 
obstructions, 


such as stonca or bushes; thus started 
the dime is sufficient cause for its own 
growth. The wind keeps piling the Band 
up from behind, the dune- grows, and the 
sand on its crest is blown oved to the 
leewsrd side of the mound, so that the 
dunes gradually inarch inland. On the 
east side of Lake Michigan the dry west 
winds have heaped up numbers of dunes, 
ranging in height up to 200 feet. In 
Indiana the dunes have moved inland 
across a forested area, burying and kill- 
ing trees, leaving the dead trunks as 
skeletons behind them in their march 
onward, A famous instance of dune mi- 
gration is that of the Kurische Nehrung, 
a long sand bar oft the coast of Ger- 
many, where a dune ridge marched over 
a church, burying it for thirty years, at 
the end of which time it was gradually 
uncovered by the progress of the dune.

An excellent nhoe polish that can be 


3nade. at home and is conveniently cheap 
Js made with equal parts of cosmoline 
Mid lamp black, which should be thor- 
oughly mixed and applied with an old 
[(toothbrush and then rubbed into the 
leather with soft cloths. If shoes have 
been wet, nib them with kerosene oil 
'until the leather is soft and pliable and 
,parafin dissolved in benzine and rubbed 
-over the soles and uppers of shoes will 
•render them water proof. Banana skin 
is excellent to clean tan shoos;, and 
white leather shoes may he cleaned with 
pipe clay, and white kid with a little 
cream and the white of an cKg.

Coffee Cream.—Put two or three ta-

To Cook Cheaper Cuts.-^-Slow cooking 


ver a low fire, with carefully selected 


flavoring, is the secret of success in hand- 
ling nil cheap cuts of meat. Hero are 
some suggestions worth following: 


Beef slew with vegetables—Buy leg 


of beef. Cut from the ruinp or round. 
Cut 
these 
in 
pieces 
about 
three 


inches long nnd nn inch wide and thick. 
Roll in a mixture of flour, pepper and 
salt; have ready in a hot skillet plenty 
of drippings, slice into this a small on- 
ion, cook until golden brown. Lay in the 
beef carefully so that you can turn it as 
it browns. When it is a rich brown color 
on all sides, remove to a kettle, add an 
equal amount of raw potatoes and- car- 
rots (that is, as much carrots and pota- 
toes togelher as you have meat.) 
The 


potatoes and carrots should be cut in 
good-sized dice, not too small. Now. in 
the skillet you should have left some 
drippings, 
if there are not enough to 


cover the bottom of the pan, add a lit- 
tle butter, rub into this all the .flour the 
drippings will absorb, add slowly milk 
and water, half and half, to make a 
thin, creamy gravy, pour this over the 
meat,.potatoes and carrots (there should 
be enough to completely cover the meat 
and vegetables), set far back on the 
stove and simmer gently for two or three 
hours, adding at the finishing some finely 
chopped parsley, and if you have 
any 


cold vegetables, like peas or beans, cut 
them find and add.. Also, if you have it 
on hand you can use soup stock .instead 
of the milk and water, which makes a. 
far more nourishing dish. A tablespoon- 
ful of good wine added just before serv- 
ing gives it a snappy flavor suggestive of 
restaurant fare.

More than this, of all the trusts the 
most conspicuous one, the Standard Oil 
Trust, receives no benefit from the pro- 
tective tariff. 
The trusts do not cm- 


brace all the industries of the country 
and even upon the trusts it would be 
most unwise to inflict the punishment of 
annihilation, because the legitimate bus- 
iness which they do increases the wage 
fund out of which wage 
earners 
are 


paid, and is part of that 
prosperity 


which the people of the country are now 
enjoying. 
The brat and only safe way 


to reach the evils of the trust is, there- 
fore, us the president has said, by di- 
rect legislation and executive action to 
compel them to obey the law. 


"The readjustment of tariff schedules 


is a most, difficult matter, because they

England 


through its west coast colony of Sierra 
Leone adjoining the Liberian republic on 
the north side, is coveting the negro re- 
public. In the press notices lately of 
the reported seizure of 300 square miles 
of Liberian territory by English author- 
ity, the. inference was given such was 
done under orders from home. The lat- 
est however is that the seizure was made 
by the colony of Sierra Leone, a province 
of England.' This territory of a free re- 
public for which wt ourselves are'vcsy 
largely responsible, was not, it teems, 
claimed, but was coolly appropriated ar- 
bitrarily and without excuses or at- 
tempted justification. 


We have made representations to Eng- 


land, but the 300 square miles of prac- 
.icallv our own soil does not seem to 
have "been restored, with the information 
mwever, a little while ago, that.if the 
United States would make the represen- 
aliens in a proper and regulation diplo- 
natic way, England would make good 
,he stolen goods of its own colony. 


Surely if the United States can afford 


to kick up such a big rumpus all because 
'orcign capitalists and the Chinese gov- 
crnm°nt have not permitted our banking 
ntcrests to invest in a new Chinese 
mnk ut Hong Kong, it can then make 
iuch diplomatic representations as Eng- 
and wants in order that Liberia recover 
,ts stolen goods. Long as we arc stick- 
ng our nose in other people's business, 
especially in Chinese matters in no wise 
connected with any wrong done us, but 
ntcrfering that a few of our big linnn- 
cial wizards be benefited, we can equally 
afford to interfere and this decisively 
that, a colony of the descendants of for- 
mer American slaves be protected in 
their rights. 


An account of this Liberia matter says
